REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-38 are allowed over prior of art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references disclose or fairly suggest, among other things, "forming patches around the 
image pixel groups using the at least one processor, wherein each patch is 
dimensioned and positioned to entirely contain one of the image pixel groups; and 
performing a patch merge process using the at least one processor that merges any two 
of the patches together that meet a predetermined proximity threshold relative to each 
other to form a merged patch that is dimensioned and positioned to entirely contain the 
two merged patches, wherein the merge process continues for any of the patches and 
the merged patches meeting the predetermined proximity threshold until none of the 
patches and the merged patches meet the predetermined proximity threshold, as 
defined by independent claims 1 and 20." It is for this reason and in combination with 
all of the other elements of the claims that contains 1-38 are allowable over the prior art 
of record.
